Tolerance for 
immigrants dips 


City Matters. Survey 
responses suggest that, 
despite urgent need 
to increase number of 
new residents, attitudes 
aren’t improving

A year of increased discus¬ 
sion on the importance of 
immigrants in Halifax hasn’t 
improved perceptions of toler¬ 
ance in the latest City Matters 
survey. 

Halifax residents gave “tol¬ 
erance of immigrants” an aver¬ 
age score of 6.7 — lower than 
last year’s mean score of 7.0 

The senior counsel for the 
research firm that conducted 
the survey said the results 
are surprising — and dis¬ 
appointing. 

“I think the stoiy might 
be that there’s no shift, de¬ 
spite what appears to be the 
conversation in the commun¬ 
ity about immigration and its 


relevance and importance,” 
said Rick Emberley of MQQ 
research. 

The manager of the YMCA’s 
Centre for Immigrant Services 
said the results suggest Halifax 
is “challenged” when it comes 
to looking at deeper issues of 
inclusion and cultural under¬ 
standing. 

“There’s certain pockets 
of professionals, maybe, or 
people in the city that really 
see the value in diversity and 
are really working towards it, 
but somehow it doesn’t get 
shared with eveiybody,” said 
Kathiyn Khan. 

Khan said more Halifax 
residents need to take the 
time to meet and talk to new¬ 
comers, rather than simply 
talking about them. 

“I think if the average Hali¬ 
gonian knew how interesting 
it was to meet somebody from 
a different place and to learn 
about a different perspective... 
or celebrate different customs, 
maybe they would be more in¬ 
clined to say that Halifax is a 
tolerant place. 

Mayor Mike Savage has fo¬ 
cused on the need to be more 


welcoming of newcomers 
since taking office. He hosted 
the first Mayor’s International 
Student Welcome at Pier 21 in 
September, and argued for giv¬ 
ing permanent residents the 
right to vote in municipal elec¬ 
tions — a proposal endorsed 
by the city’s executive stand¬ 
ing committee this week. 

Savage said Halifax resi¬ 
dents need to do more than 
simply “tolerate” new im¬ 
migrants and international 
students in order to create a 
welcoming home. 

“What the goal is, whether 
it’s for LGBTQ or new Can¬ 
adians or new graduates or for 
anything, it’s embracing and 
accepting and honouring and 
recognizing, more than toler¬ 
ance,” he said.

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Man’s death brought reforms 
but there’s a ’long way* to go 



Seven years after Howard Hyde’s heart stopped as guards pinned him on a jail floor, advocates say reforms have improved 
the lives of people in Nova Scotia with mental illness but worry progress has stalled, the Canadian press_ 


Howard Hyde. Despite 
improvements to lives 
of mentally ill in Halifax, 
advocates say that more 
progress is necessary 


Seven years after Howard Hyde 
died following an altercation 
with jail guards, advocates say 
reforms have improved the 
lives of Nova Scotia people with 
mental illness, but they wony 
progress has stalled. 

Hyde died on Nov. 22, 2007, 
about 30 hours after he had 
been arrested by Halifax police, 
then Tasered several times later 
outside a cell. 

It’s been four years since a 
fatality inquiiy by Judge Anne 
Derrick made 80 recommenda¬ 
tions calling for improvements 
in how the justice and health 
systems treat people with men¬ 
tal illness. 

Andrew Canfield, 26, who 
has bipolar disorder, says a rec¬ 
ommendation from the inquiiy 
for a peer support program has 
changed his life. 

A counsellor who has ex¬ 
perienced his illness has helped 
Canfield improve his social 
skills, keep a job and resume a 
university course, he said in an 
interview. 

“It’s great that the system 
has progressed. It’s unfortunate 
it had to come at the expense of 
a man’s life,” he added. 

“But I still think we need to 
come a long way.” 

Derrick found no certain 
cause of death for Hyde, but 
she said the use of stun guns 
worsened his rapidly deterior¬ 
ating mental state. 

Her report also described 


how the 45-year-old former 
musician who lived with schizo¬ 
phrenia was poorly served by 
an underfunded system that 
lacked community supports, 
relying heavily on drugs and 
involuntaiy hospitalization. 
She made 80 recommendations 
and said the government had 
failed to meet its own standards 
of care for people with mental 
illness. 

There have been steps taken 
in each area, with the province 
saying all but two recommen¬ 


dations have either been com¬ 
pleted, partially completed or 
— in the case of training — are 
still being worked on. 

The province’s former 
NDP government brought in 
a mental health strategy that 
saw about $5.2 million added 
to funding in 2012-13 to create 
community-based programs. 

The Health Department 
also says in an email that 1,442 
police officers, sheriffs, correc¬ 
tions officers, emergency staff 
and justice officials have re¬ 


ceived a course on recognizing 
signs and symptoms of mental 
illness. 

Meanwhile, a mental health 
crisis line is available and now 
receives about 3,500 calls a 
month, said Patricia Mur-

ray, special adviser on mental 
health and addictions in the 
Health Department. 

Fred Sanford, the Justice De¬ 
partment’s director of policing, 
said a new policy on stun guns 
emphasizes that non-violent 
interventions should be tried 
first. 

“A police officer must be in 
fear of immediate serious in- 
juiy or death. We’ve revamped 
the conducted energy weapon 
training package and includes 
a good segment on people with 
mental illness,” he said. 

Justice Department statistics 
show stun guns were drawn 
but not fired 145 times by po¬ 
lice officers in 2013, a 58 per 
cent increase over 2007, but the 
number of times the weapons 
were actually fired has dropped 
43 per cent compared to 2007. 

Still, mental health ad¬ 
vocates say they want more 
progress on Derrick’s call for 
the creation of a “robust” sys¬ 
tem of supported housing and 
care in the community.

Court. Woman accused 
of first-degree murder 
'stressed,' lawyer says

The woman charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
killing of Catie Miller didn’t 
speak and sat visibly nerv¬ 
ous during her appearance 
in court on Thursday. 

Kelly Amanda MacDon¬ 
ald, 33, of Lawrencetown 
was arrested and charged 
Wednesday morning with 
first-degree murder and in¬ 
decently interfering with a 
dead human body. 

She made an appearance 
in Dartmouth provincial 
court Thursday, wearing a 
bright-pink sweater under¬ 
neath a black jacket, with 
her hair tied back in a pony¬ 
tail and her hands folded. 
Her trial lawyer Pavel Boub- 
nov asked the judge that 
her case be adjourned to 
give counsel more time to 
prepare for what he expects 
will be a “massive disclo¬ 
sure” by the Crown. 



Next court date 


All three suspects have 
been remanded to cor¬ 
rectional facilities and are 
due back in court on Feb. 
3, 2015 . 


“As in (the) case of any 
first-degree murder, the dis¬ 
closure is massive, and who¬ 
ever represents MacDonald 
needs significant time to 
review (it),” he said outside 
the courtroom. 

He went on to de¬ 
scribe his client as feeling 
“stressed,” noting that she 
is a mother to an eight- 
month-old daughter, who 
is currently staying with 
family. 

Jason James Johnson, 
who was arrested on Satur¬ 
day, also faces one charge of 
first-degree murder, along 
with indecently interfering 
with a dead human body, 
and appeared in court on 
Monday. 

Court documents allege 
that Johnson and MacDon¬ 
ald murdered Miller some¬ 
where near Halifax, and 
that a third suspect, George 



Edward Hubley, assisted the 
pair in disposing of her re¬ 
mains and other evidence 
near Sheet Harbour Passage. 

Hubley, 30, who lives in 
Sheet Harbour Passage, also 
made a brief appearance in 
Dartmouth court Thursday, 
facing charges of accessory 
to murder and indecently 
interfering with a dead hu¬ 
man body. 

He wore a bright-blue 


rain jacket with dark jeans 
and looked at the floor as 
the charges were read. 

“All three accused are 
known to one another,” 
Halifax police spokesperson 
Const. Pierre Bourdages said 
Thursday morning after 
MacDonald and Hubley 
were charged. 

He stated that Hubley is 
known to police, but Mac¬ 
Donald is not. Bourdages 


also explained that both 
Hubley and MacDonald did 
not know Miller prior to her 
killing, unlike Johnson, who 
had been in a past relation¬ 
ship with her. 

Homicide investiga¬ 
tors are still searching for 
evidence at four differ¬ 
ent scenes: two in Law¬ 
rencetown, one in Goffs and 
one in Sheet Harbour Pas¬ 
sage. 


Police stated on Wednes¬ 
day that investigators had 
discovered human remains 
at one of these locations but 
have not disclosed whether 
they belonged to Miller. 

Bourdages added that 
ground search-and-rescue 
teams were assisting police. 

“The investigation is on¬ 
going,” he said, not ruling 
out the possibility of more 
arrests.

For the family of Catie Mil¬ 
ler, life has been a storm. 

That is exactly how the 
pastor counselling the griev¬ 
ing family describes how 
they’re feeling, especially 
Catie’s father, Dr. John Mil¬ 
ler, and mother, Terry. 

Rev. Ida Armstrong- 
Whitehouse of Bedford 
Baptist Church, who offici¬ 
ated the two vigils held by 
the family in an effort to 
bring their missing daugh¬ 
ter home, is now preparing 
them to say their final good- 
bye. 

“It’s been a long, long 
hard four months for them,” 
Whitehouse said Thursday. 

She was contacted Sun¬ 
day, after hearing the news 
that Miller, who disappeared 
on July 15, had been mur¬ 
dered and that the first of 
what would later become

three arrests were made. 

Whitehouse said there 
are no guidelines for how 
families are to deal with 
the pain of loss, particularly

child. 

At first, she said, people 
often feel an overwhelming 
sense of numbness, followed 
by anger, then enter into a 


period of asking, “Why?” 

Whitehouse said many 
grieving parents, like the 
Millers, will ask themselves, 
“Is there some way we could 
have protected them?” 


For friends and family 
of Catie, she believes clos¬ 
ure will be a step-by-step 
process, beginning with at¬ 
tending service to remember 
her at the Bedford Baptist

Church on Saturday. 

But the family has a long 
road ahead, since the three 
people accused in Miller’s 
killing will likely go to trial 
and the many details sur¬ 
rounding her murder will be 
revealed in court. 

The family has already 
reached out to victim ser¬ 
vices in the province, but 
Whitehouse said they are ad¬ 
vised to limit the amount of 
information they hear, so as 
not to cause any “post-trau¬ 
matic stress.” 

But above all else, she 
said, what they need is sup¬ 
port. 

“We can’t take away their 
pain, but we can walk along¬ 
side them in their pain,” she 
said.

Survey respondents feel pretty strongly 
that Halifax is a good place to raise a 
family, giving the city a 7.7 out of 10. The 
average rises to 8.1 among respondents 
55 and older, who may be among the best 
judges of the city’s “family-friendly” qual¬ 
ities. Whether it’s the city’s abundance of 
beaches and parks, Theodore Too or the 
laid-back friendly nature of its residents, 

63 per cent of survey respondents gave 
Halifax an 8 or higher for this question. 


Safety in the city 


Survey respondents still feel pretty safe in down¬ 
town Halifax but not as safe as they did 
last year. More than 60 per cent say they feel 
mostly or very safe in the downtown core, com¬ 
pared to almost 90 per cent in the 2013 survey. 

Just over 40 per cent said they’d feel mostly 
very safe walking alone at night, down from nearly 
60 per cent last year. The downtown core is an 
operational priority of Halifax Regional Police, which 
implemented a targeted safety strategy with increased 
visibility and zero tolerance for public intoxication 
in June 2012.

Primary students struggling physically, emotionally: Report 


A new report by the province 
measuring the skills and de¬ 
velopment levels of primary 
school students reveals that 
many children at that age 
level are struggling. 

The first-of-its-lcind Early 
Development Instrument 
(EDI) was released Thursday, 
and used data collected by 
primary teachers from the 
2012-13 school year. 


The teachers completed a 
questionnaire for each child 
in their class about five areas: 
physical health; emotional 
maturity; communication 
skills; social competence and 
language development. 

The results revealed that 
26.8 per cent of children strug¬ 
gled in at least one of these 
areas, and 18.3 per cent had 
challenges in two or more. 


The data indicated that 
children are entering school 
with a strong grasp of lan¬ 
guage and cognitive de¬ 
velopment, but are lacking 
in physical health and well¬ 
being. 

Dr. John LeBlanc, a pedia¬ 
trician at the IWK Health 
Centre and associate pro¬ 
fessor of pediatrics at Dal- 
housie’s medical school, said 


in a release the report’s re¬ 
sults are not supposed to pin¬ 
point specific strengths and 
weakness in students, but 
rather provide a” snapshot” 
of the skills children already 
have when they enter

Landry trial 
goes to jury 


Crown, defence make 
final arguments. Jury 
will hear the judge's 
instructions on Friday 


There’s compelling evidence 
that a Nova Scotia fisherman — 
who has pleaded not guilty to 
second-degree murder — over¬ 
saw and had a direct role in the 
killing of a man for allegedly 
cutting lobster traps, a Crown 
prosecutor argued Thursday. 

Shane Russell said an en¬ 
raged Joseph James Landry, 67, 
was determined to murder Phil¬ 
lip Boudreau on June 1,2013, in 
Petit de Grat Harbour in Cape 
Breton. 

“I would submit to you that 
James Landry on June 1 was the 
straw that stirred the drink ... 
and the series of events that led 
to the murder of Phillip Boud¬ 
reau,” Russell said in his closing 
argument to the juiy in Nova 
Scotia Supreme Court. 

“He was the first man on the 
field. He was leading the cause.” 

Part of Russell’s argument 
focused on a key witness, Craig 
Landiy, who told the jury Jo¬ 
seph James Landiy was behind 
the decision to run over the 
43-year-old Boudreau, whose 
body has not been found. 

But defence lawyer Luke 
Craggs said Craig Landiy’s testi¬ 
mony was flawed by a series of 
strange, illogical statements. He 
urged the juiy not to believe it. 

A statement his client gave 
to police where Joseph James 
Landiy says he fired four shots 
at Boudreau from the Twin 
Maggies fishing vessel were 
also discounted by Craggs, who 
argued the fisherman was tak¬ 
ing the blame to protect others. 

In the videotaped statement 
played in court, Landiy says he 


In his closing arguments, 
Crown prosecutor Shane Rus¬ 
sell highlighted Craig Landry’s 
evidence that Boudreau in¬ 
sisted he wasn’t cutting traps 
and he pleaded with Joseph 
James Landry to stop. 

• Defence lawyer Luke 
Craggs said Craig Landry's 
testimony was unbeliev¬ 
able, adding it would have 
been difficult to use a gaff 
to hook Boudreau's body 
from the deck of the Twin 
Maggies. 


believed he may have hit Boud¬ 
reau on the hip. 

In an initial interview with 
police recorded on June 7, 
2013, Landiy says he drove 
the Twin Maggies repeatedly 
over Boudreau’s four-metre 
speedboat until it sank. But in a 
second statement heard Thurs¬ 
day, Landiy says he made that 
story up to protect other crew 
members. 

“I wanted to cover for my 
son-in-law and Craig,” he said 
to a police officer after swear¬ 
ing on a Bible. 

His son-in-law Dwayne 
Matthew Samson, the captain 
of the Twin Maggies, is also 
charged with second-degree 
murder. His wife Carla Sam¬ 
son, the owner of the lobster 
boat and Joseph James Landiy’s 
daughter, faces a charge of be¬ 
ing an accessory after the fact. 
Craig Landiy, who is a third 
cousin of Joseph James Landiy, 
is charged with being an acces- 
soiy after the fact. 

Dwayne Samson, Carla Sam¬ 
son and Craig Landiy have yet 
to stand trial.

The CEO of Armour Group says 
a new commercial develop¬ 
ment in Bedford will be noth¬ 
ing like Halifax has ever seen 
before. 

On Thursday, Scott McCrea 
announced the company will 
spend just over $200 million on 
creating what he calls, “a new- 


age business campus,” at site of 
the former Blaclcbeny building 
at 50 Innovation Dr., adjacent 
to Charles P. Allen High School. 

“At the end of the day it is a 
real-estate development, but in 
some small way we’re hoping it 
can have an impact on our eco¬ 
nomic future,” he said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The new development, 
dubbed EON Square, will be ap¬ 
proximately one million square 
feet, and feature seven new of¬ 
fice buildings, a business-class 
hotel and 30,000 square feet of 
restaurant and retail space. 

McCrea said that first phase 
of construction will begin on 
the former Blackberry build¬ 
ing — which also houses IBM 
Canada and Bell Aliant — to 


expand the now 50,000-square- 
foot property to 120,000 square 
feet. 

“Given what we see, it 
would not be unreasonable 
to have the (entire) campus 
finished over the next five to 
seven years,” he added. 

Bell Aliant will also be in¬ 
vesting $7 milhon to upgrade 
its existing data centre, located 
in the new square. 

McCrea explained the new 
state-of-the-art office towers 
will be a hub for “collabora¬ 
tion, innovation and creativ¬ 
ity,” through its open-concept 
design, which is the type of 
work environment he hopes 
will attract young graduates. 

Along with its top-notch 
architecture, McCrea explained

Halifax senior care 
facility launches new 
GPS watch to give 
families peace of mind

The province’s first GPS watch 
is now available through 
Northwood senior care facil¬ 
ity in Halifax, and a program 
director says the device will 
give “peace of mind” to many 
families. 

Tisha White, program 
manager with Northwood In- 
Touch, said the new mobile 
personal emergency response 
service (mPERS) allows sen¬ 
iors or those with dementia 
to go about their lives and 
remain active while families 
can be alerted if they go out¬ 
side a “safe zone” or have a 
fall. 

“It’s just giving families 
that peace of mind,” White

said during Thursday’s launch 
at Northwood. 

“If they’re not wanting 
to see mom leave the house 
because they’re worried ...

Northwood has 20 watch¬ 


es available right now, and 
White said they are waiting to 
see what the demand will be. 

She said they chose the 
iLoc Technologies watch be¬ 


cause of its waterproof, user- 
friendly design (unlike a cell 
phone); a feature that alerts 
family or the 24/7 response 
centre when the person trav¬ 
els anywhere between 20 and 
100 kilometres an hour when 
they shouldn’t be; and an 
S.O.S. button that also sends 
an alert and opens a two-way 
phone line. 

White said family mem¬ 
bers can log on to the website 
any time to see where their 
family member is. A “safe 
zone” can be set from 50 to 
2,000 metres around them 
anywhere in North America 
and there’s also an alert if the 
watch is put on or taken off. 

The watch uses the Rogers 
wireless network, so White 
said it is accurate to within 
a few feet, as long as you are 
within cell coverage. 

Most people assume this 


type of GPS technology used 
by seniors, those with heart 
problems or even lone work¬ 
ers is already on the market, 
White said. 

“We hear about GPS in 
cars and other things, but ...

Top golfer. Tiger

St. Francis Xavier University 
Human Kinetics professor 
Dr. Sasho Mackenzie’s re¬ 
search, which has long been 
touted as groundbreaking 
by golf experts, is now go¬ 
ing to play a role in Tiger 
Woods’ daily regimen.

“To my knowledge, Sasho 
was the first to develop a

“The latest version of 
Sasho’s mathematical mod¬ 
el is allowing us to under¬ 
stand the individual con¬ 
tributions from each hand 
during the swing. Until the 
development of his mod¬ 
el, this was not possible,” 
Como adds. 

Mackenzie and Como 
are currently working on a 
research project and have 
plans to expand into differ¬ 
ent areas of the golf indus¬ 
try.

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Media magnate enters PQ leadership 
race; sovereignty his ‘only objective’ 


Parti Quebecois. Pierre 
Karl Peladeau said that 
if elected, he would be 
willing to put his shares 
in Quebecor in a trust 


Categorically stating that 
achieving Quebec independ¬ 
ence is his only political goal, 
media magnate Pierre Karl 
Peladeau announced Thurs¬ 
day he will seek the leader¬ 
ship of the Parti Quebecois. 

Peladeau confirmed what 
people had long been ex¬ 
pecting when a university stu¬ 
dent asked him after a speech 
whether he was going to take 
the plunge. 

When another student 
asked him what could motiv¬ 
ate a rich man like him to 
want to become PQ leader, he 
repeated the dramatic phrase 
that marked his entiy into 
politics last spring: “To make 
Quebec a country.” 

The one difference this 
time was the absence of any 


fist-pump to accompany the 
declaration. 

The gesture and the words 
were widely considered to 
have a negative impact on the 
Parti Quebecois just days into 
the election campaign. 

The stunning move forced 
the PQ to address an issue it 
normally avoids come elec¬ 
tion time. 

After days musing about 
a post-secession Quebec, 
the party spent much of the 
campaign backpedalling as it 
dropped in the polls. 

Later on Thursday, Pela¬ 
deau made his way to PQ 
headquarters, where he was 
again grilled by reporters. 
Asked what his main theme 
will be during the leadership 
campaign, he replied without 
hesitation: “Sovereignty.” 

While the new PQ leader 
will be chosen in May 2015, 
the next election is scheduled 
to be held in September 2018. 

Peladeau said that, if 
elected leader, he will spend 
the next few years explaining 
what he considers the benefits

Universities, colleges launch stand against extremism

University and colleges across 
the country are fighting back 
as a Toronto-area imam says 
young Muslim Canadians are 
joining the ranks of the Islam¬ 
ic State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL, also known as ISIS), and 
other extremist groups. 

About 200 young people 
have left Canada to fight along¬ 
side ISIL and other groups in 
recent months. As many as 90 
cases are being investigated 
within the country, said Imam 
Farhan Iqbal, imam at Baitul 
Islam in Vaughan. 

“The extremist ideology has 
the potential to grow if noth¬ 
ing is done to stop it,” he said, 
noting that such extremist in¬ 
fluence is a big concern for the 
Muslim community. 


Those who join the fighting 
groups are attracted by false 
promises of wealth and power, 
Iqbal said. 

The groups have nothing 
to do with Islam as a religion, 
he said, but young people are 
often led to believe they do. 

“The overwhelming major¬ 
ity of Muslims are peace-lov¬ 
ing, and our basic ideology is 
to counter the extremist ideol¬ 
ogy,” he said. 

The imam will be speaking 
Friday at a Ryerson University 
event organized as part of Stop 
the CrISIS — a campaign that 
aims to counter ISIL attempts 
at recruiting students from col¬ 
lege and university campuses. 
Similar events will be taking 
place at 45 universities and col-

It was started by the 
Ahmadiyya Muslim Youth As¬ 
sociation. 


“We want to condemn 
(ISIL) and let people know it 
does not represent Islam,” said 
Blawal Aleem, president of the 
Muslim student association 
at Ryerson University. “As the 
youth, students are vulnerable 
so we want to educate them 
before ISIS reaches them.” 

ISIL jihadist Mohammed 
Ah, also known as Abu Tur- 
aab, took to social media last 
month to say he is a former 
Ryerson student and used on¬ 
line platforms to promote ex¬ 
tremist opinions. 

Aleem said people like Abu 
Turaab represent an isolated 
section of the population with 
personal problems, mental 
issues or drug addicts.

An experienced Quebec trial 
lawyer has been appointed to 
fill a vacancy on the bench of 
the Supreme Court of Canada. 

Suzanne Cote, who has 
been a member of the Que¬ 
bec bar since 1981, is the first 
woman from private practice 
to be directly appointed to 
the Supreme Court. 

She is head of the Mont¬ 
real litigation group at law 
firm Osier, Hoslcin & Har- 
court LLP. 

“With her wealth of legal 
knowledge and decades of 
experience, Ms. Cote will be 
a tremendous benefit to this 
important Canadian institu¬ 
tion,” Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said in a statement. 

“Her appointment is the 
result of broad consultations 
with prominent members of 
the Quebec legal community, 
and we believe she will be a 
valued addition to Canada’s 
highest court.” 

Earlier this year, the Su¬ 
preme Court rejected Harp¬ 



er’s pick of Marc Nadon to 
join the high court’s justices, 
saying he didn’t meet its eligi¬ 
bility criteria. 

Cote, whose appointment 
is effective Dec. 1, will fill a 
spot on the nine-member 
bench that will open up with 
the Nov. 30 retirement of Jus¬ 
tice Louis LeBel.

A B.C. Supreme Court judge has 
dropped civil contempt charges 
against dozens of protesters 
who were arrested at an anti¬ 
pipeline protest near Vancouver. 

The order came Thursday 
after Kinder Morgan acknow¬ 
ledged it had used incorrect 
GPS co-ordinates when it 
sought an injunction related to 
its Trans Mountain pipeline. 


More than 100 people have 
been arrested on Burnaby 
Mountain, including Grand 
Chief Stewart Phillip of the 
Union of B.C. Indian Chiefs, 
who crossed a police line 
around a Kinder Morgan work 
site earlier Thursday. 

Nearly all of the arrested 
protesters were charged with 
civil contempt for violating the 
injunction, but the judge hand¬ 


ling the case suggested during 
Thursday’s hearing that the er¬ 
rors in the initial court order 
put those charges in doubt. 

“What’s happened thus far 
is that apparently people have 
been arrested on the basis of an 
order that refers to some other 
piece of property,” Judge Austin 
Cullen said, prompting laughs 
and jeers from the courtroom’s 
crowded public galleiy. 


The order doesn’t apply to 
a small handful of protesters 
who faced criminal charges for 
assault or obstruction of justice. 

Cullen also revised the in¬ 
junction to correct the GPS co¬ 
ordinates for the one work site 
that is still active, so protesters 
arrested under that revised in¬ 
junction could still face civil 
contempt charges. 

Kinder Morgan is con¬ 
ducting drilling at two sites on 
Burnaby Mountain as it pre¬ 
pares for a federal approval pro¬ 
cess. The company’s preferred 
route for the expanded Trans 
Mountain pipeline would tun¬ 
nel through the mountain.

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Exhausted by turmoil, Egypt 
awaits verdict in dictator's trial 


900 dead. Changing 
political scene now 
downplays criticism 
of Mubarak regime 


Amal Shaker’s 25-year-old son 
Ahmed was fatally shot in the 
back on the “Friday of Rage,” 
one of the bloodiest days of 
Egypt’s 2011 uprising against 
longtime autocrat Hosni Mu¬ 
barak. Nearly four years later, 
she is still waiting for justice. 

“We want blood for blood,” 
she said. 

Her wait is supposed to 
end Saturday when a verdict 
is expected in the 86-year- 
old Mubarak’s trial on char¬ 
ges connected to the killing 
of more than 900 protesters 
against his rule. But Egypt’s 
“trial of the centuiy,” initially 
watched with excitement, has 
largely dropped from public 
attention. That’s partly be¬ 


cause of how drawn out the 
process has been — with a 
trial and retrial — and partly 
because subsequent upheaval 
has flipped the political nar¬ 
rative. 

The revolutionaiy fervour 
of 2011 has been largely ex¬ 
tinguished, replaced among 
many Egyptians by exhaus¬ 
tion from nearly four years 
of turmoil. Many of the pro¬ 
democracy activists central to 
the uprising are in prison for 
attempting to protest against 
the new president, former 
army chief Abdel-Fattah el- 
Sissi. 

“The issue is over,” Ahmed 
Hani, a Cairo accountant, said 
of the trial, which he, like 
many, is not following closely. 
“What’s important is to im¬ 
prove the countiy, to bring it 
back to its prior state, more 
than to take an interest in a 
thing like this.” 

When the trial began in 
2011, Egyptians were initially 


transfixed by TV images of 
the former strongman who 
ruled for 30 years being rolled 
on a gurney into the defend¬ 
ant’s cage. In June 2012, he 
was convicted of failing to 
stop the killing of protesters 
and was sentenced to life in 
prison. But the conviction was 
thrown out by a higher court, 
and a retrial began in May 
2013. 

Mubarak’s elected suc¬ 
cessor, Islamist Mohammed 
Morsi, was ousted by el-Sissi 
and the militaiy after massive 
protests that began on June 30, 
2013, against the domination 
of Morsi’s Muslim Brother¬ 
hood. A sweeping crackdown 
against Islamists ensued and 
has widened to suppress any 
dissenting voices. 

Now the state routinely 
blames all violence on Islam¬ 
ists and foreign conspirators. 
TV stations and newspapers 
have largely dropped criti¬ 
cism of Mubarak’s old regime 
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A verdict is expected on Saturday in Hosni Mubarak’s trial on charges 
connected to the killings of more than goo protesters against his rule.

- a stark contrast to previ¬ 
ous days of outrage over 
the grand jury decision in 
the Michael Brown case. 

Neither police nor the 
Missouri National Guard 
stood sentry outside the 
Ferguson police station, 
which has been a nexus 
for protesters since 
Monday night’s announce¬ 
ment that Ferguson police 
officer Darren Wilson, 
who is white, wouldn’t be 
indicted for fatally shoot¬ 
ing the unarmed black 
18-year-old in August. 

On that downtown 
street, beneath a lighted 
“Season’s Greetings” gar¬ 
land, three children used 
paintbrushes to decorate 
plywood covering many 
storefront windows.

More than 30 militants 
arrested: Israeli security 


Israel’s Shin Bet security 
service said Thursday it had 
uncovered a vast Hamas net¬ 
work in the West Bank that 
was planning large-scale at¬ 
tacks against Israelis in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

The Shin Bet said it ar¬ 
rested more than 30 Hamas 
militants who planned to 
kidnap Israelis and carry out 
attacks against Jerusalem’s 
light rail and its largest soccer 


stadium, among other targets. 

It said the men were 
trained and recruited in Jor¬ 
dan and Turkey and that vari¬ 
ous arms and explosives were 
recovered. 

In Qatar, Hamas spokes¬ 
man Husam Bardan didn’t 
deny the Israeli claims. 

“We are proud of our re¬ 
sistance enterprise,” he said 
in a statement.

Indian girls not raped, but 
committed suicide: Officials 


India’s top investigative agency 
said Thursday that two teen¬ 
age girls believed to have been 
raped and hanged by attackers 
in a north Indian village actual¬ 
ly committed suicide because 
of shame over a relationship 
with a boyfriend. 

An earlier probe by local 
police and post-mortem re¬ 
ports were incorrect, and five 
innocent men were arrested, 
said Kanchan Prasad, spokes¬ 
woman for the Central Bureau 


of Investigation, India’s FBI. 

Six months ago, images of 
the girls’ bodies hanging from 
a tree in their village of Katra 
in Uttar Pradesh state shocked 
the country, long inured to vio¬ 
lence against women. 

Local police said the girls 
were gang-raped and mur¬ 
dered. The five men were ar¬ 
rested and later released on 
bail. 

The federal agency took 
over the probe following pub¬ 


lic outrage over the deaths of 
the two cousins, who were 
about 14 years of age. 

“The CBI has come to the 
conclusion that the allegations 
of sexual assault and murder 
were false. It was a case of sui¬ 
cide,” Prasad said. 

She said medical reports 
ruled out any sexual assault, 
and the parents of the girls 
had filed a false police report of 
rape and murder.

I meet Mustafa The Poet at 
the University of Toronto 
Book Store, where he looks 
like any other student, with 
a New York Yankees baseball 
cap, black varsity jacket and 
black jeans. But despite his 
unassuming appearance, he 
has a commanding presence. 

Mustafa Ahmed doesn’t 
like the bitterness of coffee, 
so he orders a tea from the 
Second Cup in the lobby of 
the bookstore — with four 
packets of sugar. For the 
energy, he says. Turns out he 
needs it: He’s just finished 
writing an exam and in a few 
hours has to rush off to the 
airport to catch a flight to St. 
John’s, Nfld., where he’ll give 
a presentation on the art of 
communication. 

He seems to take it in 
stride, though, with elo¬ 
quence unusual for an 
18-year-old — though it prob¬ 
ably shouldn’t come as a sur¬ 
prise, considering he’s made 
a name for himself as a poet 
and spolcen-word artist. He’s 
also a first-year student at U of 
T (on scholarship, chosen out 
of 8,000 candidates), studying 
communications and political 
science. 

This year, Mustafa is open¬ 
ing We Day across Canada 
with a spolcen-word perform¬ 
ance on one of this year’s 
themes: empowerment. (We 
Day is an annual event taking 
place Friday in Halifax at the 
Scotiabanlc Centre, bringing 
together speakers and per¬ 
formers with youth to kick off 
a year of action; tickets must 
be “earned,” rather than pur¬ 
chased, by taking on one local 
and one global action.) 

While this isn’t the first 
time Mustafa has performed 
at We Day events, he’s an ideal 
role model for the topic of em¬ 
powerment. 

He grew up in Toronto’s 
Regent Park and has used 
poetry to spread his message 
and inspire others. “When 
you’re young and living in an 
inner-city community, a lot 


of people put a lot of walls 
around themselves, and I was 
one of those kids who didn’t 
really know how to express 
myself,” he says. 

When Mustafa was 10, his 
older sister Namarig started 
to communicate with him 
through poetry. Now, eight 
years later, he’s a celebrated 
poet, and has performed at 
venues such as Toronto’s Roy 


Thompson Hall and TedX. 

Social media, however, 
has helped him to expand his 
audience — since that’s where 
youth hang out these days. 

“It’s great to see people are 
still open to this type of art 
form,” says Mustafa, since we 
seem to have shorter atten¬ 
tion spans now with 140-char¬ 
acter tweets and six-second 
Vines. 


The problem with that, he 
says, is that no one makes a 
connection to the material, 
“and connections are import¬ 
ant, especially with poetry 
that’s so emotional.” 

Through his poetry, Mus¬ 
tafa tries to shed fight on 
topics “people are forgetting 
about,” as well as spreading 
hope and inspiration.

in your fife, but your heart is 
still beating, so there’s always 
room for that inspiration to 
come through,” he says. 

One of We Day’s themes 
this year is technological 
empowerment. “We want to 
make sure we’re the ideal case 
study of how social media can 
be used for social good,” says 
Michael Rajzman, associate 
director of digital media with 
Free the Children. 

That means posting posi¬ 
tive content and maintaining 
a safe online environment. 

“We want to make sure 
we’re engaging users, al¬ 
lowing them to feel em¬ 
powered by the stories that 
they’re telling, or we’re giving 
them tips that allow them to 
empower others to do similar 
things,” he says. 

We Day has one of the lar¬ 
gest social media followings 
of a non-profit organization, 
with 5 million combined fol¬ 
lowers across platforms. 

“The world is so often filled 
with negative news,” says 


Michael Rajzman, associate 
director of digital media 
with Free the Children, of¬ 
fers five tips on how to use 
social media for empower¬ 
ment:

Study: Canada too 
generous to R&D

according to a new paper by 
the University of Calgaiy’s 
School of Public Policy.

A growing number of Can¬ 
adians plan to do all of their 
holiday shopping online 
this year to avoid stepping 
foot in maddening malls, 
suggests a new survey com¬ 
missioned by Google.

Oliver tries to quell fears over oil prices

Despite widespread concern 
over possible fallout from 
the dramatic slide in oil 
prices, federal finance min¬ 
ister Joe Oliver gave assur¬ 
ances Thursday that Ottawa 
had already factored lower 
oil prices into its fiscal fore¬ 
casts. 

“When we took into ac¬ 
count the oil price decline, 
which had already occurred, 
we made the assumption 
that the prices would stay at 
the low level for the entire 
period,” Oliver told a media 


availability conference on 
Thursday. 

Oliver said that’s “a rela¬ 
tively conservative assump¬ 
tion, and we’ll continue to 
monitor the level of prices.” 

The finance minister’s 
comments were delivered 
shortly before the OPEC oil 
cartel announced it would 
maintain production at cur¬ 
rent levels despite the oil 
glut on world markets that 
has contributed to a more 
than 30 per cent drop in 
prices from $105 US a barrel 


last summer. 

American markets were 
closed for U.S. Thanksgiving 
on Thursday, but in electron¬ 
ic trading on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange bench¬ 
mark West Texas Intermedi¬ 
ate, crude had tumbled $4.64 
to a 4-1/2-year low of $69.05 
a barrel. 

While Oliver declined to 
discuss the direction of oil 
prices, he said that he be¬ 
lieves “the major risks to 
Canada are external.”

At one time or another 
everyone has fantasized 
about, if not killing, then 
at least doing grievous bod¬ 
ily harm to an employer. 
The guys in Horrible Bosses, 
the 2011 comedy starring 
Jason Bateman, Charlie Day 
and Jason Sudeilcis, actually 
tried to make their fantasies 
reality. 

The idea of squaring off 
against the boss man struck 
a chord with a lot of people 
and the movie raked in 
more than $100 million. So 
the inevitable sequel, Hor¬ 
rible Bosses 2, hit theatres 
earlier this week. 

They’ll have to go some 
ways to top the last trio of 
bad bosses: Jennifer Aniston 
as a foul-mouthed sexual 
predator with a bad habit 
of using laughing gas as 
foreplay; a manic boss with 
no scruples in the form of 
Kevin Spacey; and a drug-ad¬ 
dled loser with a penchant 
for cocaine and masseuses 
who inherits a business 
from his papa, played by 
Colin Farrell, who berates 
his employees for coming in 
late after attending his dad’s 
and their old boss’s funeral. 

“Well, maybe that excuse 
would have flown when my 
dad was here, but I’m in 
charge now.” 

But even that terrible trio 
pales in comparison to the 
worst movie bosses of all 
time. 

One of the worst is Work¬ 



ing Girl’s Katharine Parker 
(Sigourney Weaver). 

Parker is two-faced, and 
attempts to pass off her 
trusted secretary Tess Mc¬ 
Gill’s (Melanie Griffith) ideas 
as her own. 

Roger Ebert said of Weav¬ 
er’s performance, “From her 
first frame on the screen, 
she has to say all the right 
things while subtly sug¬ 
gesting that she may not 
mean any of them.” 

In the end, Tess teaches 
her a lesson about honesty 
and gets Katharine fired. 

Katharine looks like a 
pussycat compared to Buddy 
Ackerman (Kevin Spacey), 
the tyrannical Hollywood 
producer in Swimming with 
Sharks. 

“You are nothing!” he 
says to his new assistant 
Guy (Frank Whaley). “If you 
were in my toilet I wouldn’t 
bother flushing it. My bath- 
mat means more to me than 
you!” 

Guy finally snaps, kid¬ 
naps Buddy and tortures 
him. But in an unexpected 
twist, the extreme behav¬ 
iour earns Buddy’s respect 
and Guy gets a promotion. 

Finally, if you mix the 
swooping white hair and 
bad attitude of Cruella De- 
Ville with the people skills 
of Vlad the Impaler, you 
will come up with Miranda 
Priestly, the worst boss in all 
of moviedom. 

Played by Meryl Streep 
in The Devil Wears Prada, 
Priestly is the editrix of 
a fictional fashion maga¬ 
zine called Runway who 
never met an assistant she 
couldn’t humiliate with a 
withering glance and a few 
choice words. 

“By all means, move at 
a glacial pace,” she says to 
newbie Andy Sachs (Anne 
Hathaway). “You know how 
that thrills me.”

“I think I can comfortably say 
we were all very happy when 
the movie was over,” says Chan- 
ning Tatum of making the 
crime drama Foxcatcher. 

Based on a true stoiy, the 
movie begins with former 
Olympian Mark Schultz, played 
by Tatum, training to regain the 
gloiy of his past achievements. 
When he accepts multi-mil¬ 
lionaire John du Pont’s (Steve 
Carell) offer of sponsorship he 
begins a journey that will end 
in world championship gloiy 
and murder. 

Director Bennett Miller 
wanted Foxcatcher to be the 
followup to his Oscar winning 
biopic Capote. When he first 
approached Tatum to play 
Schultz, the muscle-bound ac¬ 
tor was best known as the eye 
candy in teen comedies like 
She’s the Man and dance mov¬ 
ies like Step Up. 

“I think the first time I read 
the script, I just didn’t under¬ 
stand why you’d want to make 
the film,” he says. “There’s no 
resolve to any of this. No lesson 
learned. It’s way more compli¬ 
cated than that. It’s actually 
more close to life. It is a portrait 
of something that happened. 
I don’t think I was anywhere 
near to understanding the stoiy 
or the character. I think I did a 
lot of growing in those seven 


years. I fell in love with this idea 
of attempting this.” 

The actor threw himself 
into the role, studying wrest¬ 
ling, which he says is impos¬ 
sible to fake on screen — “It is 
just a melee but you get used to 
being inside that melee” — and 
even destroying a hotel room in 
one powerful scene. 

“I told them, ‘Whatever is 
in that room probably won’t 
come out not broken.’ That is 
all from Mark Schultz. He told 
me he would punish himself so 
badly after losing that he would 
make losing so much worse 
than any physical pain he was 
going through in the match so 
he would never want to lose 
again.” 

He kept up that level of 
intensity for the whole shoot. 
“It just never stopped,” he 
said, not even when his wife, 
actress Jenna Dewan, came to 
visit. 

“My wife was pregnant and 
she came to Pittsburgh during 
(the shoot),” he says. “She was 
supposed to stay a week but left 
after the second day. She was 
like, ‘Nope. It is not healthy for 
me to be here. You’re in a weird 
place. It’s OK but I’m just going 
to go now. Love you! Call me at 
least once a night before you go 
to bed and we’ll be fine.’”

Interview. Barely 
recognizable in a 
prosthetic nose, the 
actor better known 
as Michael Scott gets 
creepy in Foxcatcher 


While discussing Foxcatcher 
— a bleak film, based on an un¬ 
settling tragedy, that made its 
way to screen after a punishing 
shoot — there’s really only one 
instance where Steve Carell’s 
voice rises above a sombre 
whisper. 

In fact, he even breaks out 
laughing, and oddly enough, 
the topic at hand is director 
Bennett Miller’s admission 
that he cast Carell as ominous 
multi-millionaire John du Pont 
because he saw a certain dark¬ 
ness in the usually goofy comic 
actor. 

“As he describes it, he felt 
that my public persona is sort 
of a benign one — as was du 
Pont’s. No one expected him to 
do the thing that he did,” said 
Carell during the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. 

“As he described it to me, he 
felt that it was beneficial to the 
movie to have someone who 
you wouldn’t necessarily think 
could do something horrible. 
But at the same time, it hap¬ 
pens, I guess he saw, as he de¬ 
scribes it, there was a dark —” 

Here, he trails off and gig¬ 
gles, in his unique way. 

“I laugh about it. It sounds 
funny for me to describe him 
saying that there’s a dark side 
to me,” he said, chortling again, 
before collecting himself. 

“But apparently he saw 
something, when we first met, 


that there was a quality there 
that he seemed to pick up on.” 

Carell would reward that 
hunch several times over with 
a ch illin g, transformative per¬ 
formance that should, if the 
pundits are to be believed, land 
him an Academy Award nom¬ 
ination. 

The 52-year-old portrays du 
Pont, a hermetic eccentric who 
took a toxic interest in the life 
of an Olympic gold medallist 
wrestler, Mark Schultz (Chan- 
ning Tatum), and his similarly 


decorated brother, Dave (Mark 
Ruffalo). 

The real Mark Schultz was a 
presence onset during the mak¬ 
ing of the film, as were others 
involved in the grisly tale. 

Carell, vaguely recognizable 
under the weight of grey-toned 
facial prosthetics, seemed to 
skulk about the set in fitting 
isolation. In the film, he drips 
his lines out slowly, wearing 
an expression of inscrutable 
distance — and seemingly that 
distance remained when the 


cameras stopped rolling. 

“We didn’t get to know each 
other as ourselves as we were 
shooting,” said the Golden 
Globe winner of his castmates. 

“It wasn’t in a pretentious 
way. We weren’t deciding to 
be all method-y, all serious ac- 
tor-ish. But at the same time I 
think we both realized it would 
be better for the movie and for 
our characters’ relationship to 
keep each other at a distance, 
and we did.” 

“I never really thought 
about it,” he replied when 
asked whether expanding his 
onscreen repertoire appealed 
to him. “I read the script and I 
thought it was an extraordinar¬ 
ily rich stoiy. I never thought 
about whether I could or

Movies. Hollywood star 
banks on toughest role 
by developing film she 
wanted to see made 


Once she’d decided to take on 
her gritty new role in Wild, 
there were a few things Reese 
Witherspoon knew she didn’t 
want to hear from movie stu¬ 
dio executives: 

“We want her to be more 
likable.” 

“We don’t want her to use 
drugs.” 

“We don’t want her to be 
profane.” 

And so, Witherspoon says, 
she didn’t give them the 
chance. 

She developed the film, 
which follows a hard-living 
woman’s path to solace and 


redemption via a long trek 
in the wilderness, outside 
the studio system under the 
auspices of her own produc¬ 
tion company, with private 
financing. “And then I took it 
to the studios and said, ‘I’m 
not changing a word,”’ With¬ 
erspoon recounts in an inter¬ 
view. “And I had three bids on 
it that day.” 

“And I think it’s important, 
you know?” the actress adds. 
“You grow up, you change 
— I’m a 38-year-old woman 
now, I have three kids, and 
I’ve lived a lot of life experi¬ 
ence. It’s really important to 
me that the things I put out 
into the world are meaning¬ 
ful and thought-provoking. 
Otherwise, what am I doing?” 

Wild, based on the best¬ 
selling memoir by Cheryl 
Strayed, is a stoiy of personal 
catharsis, and listening to 
Witherspoon, one gets the

sense she was seeking a sort 
of professional catharsis by 
choosing it. The role, which 
has garnered significant Os¬ 
car buzz, includes difficult 
scenes depicting rough sex 
and heroin use. Witherspoon 
wore no makeup and spent 
days lugging a heavy back¬ 
pack up and down hills. 

“By far, it’s the hardest 
thing I’ve done in my life,” 


she says. “The physical as¬ 
pects were really challenging 
— the elements, the heat, 
the cold, the water, the rain, 
55 locations in 35 days, and 
cariying that backpack. And 
there was nothing else to cut 
to — just me.” 

Witherspoon, who already 
has one Oscar on the mantel¬ 
piece for 2005’s Walk the 
Line, says it was no accident 


that she chose such a film 
at this point in her career, a 
time that finds her veering 
away from trademark sunny, 
bright roles and romantic 
comedies. 

“It’s something I con¬ 
sciously did for myself,” she 
says. Her production com¬ 
pany, Pacific Standard, is 
specifically geared toward 
projects with complex roles 


for women. 

“I was seeing sort of a 
deficit in leading roles for 
women,” she says. “It was just 
sort of the lack of complex 
characters, of interesting, 
dynamic women onscreen. I 
have a 15-year-old daughter 
and it’s very important to me 
what she sees, in movies and 
television.”
